Schools Get a Million. 

The house adopted a resolution by Mr. 
Calvin, of Richmond, limiting further 
debate on the common school fund to 
forty minutes, and when the general ap- 
propriations bill was reached, this en- 
tire time was taken up by Mr. Womble, 
of Upson, and Mr. Hall, of Bibb. 

Mr. Womble spoke earnestly in behalf 
of $1,000,000 appropriation for tne 
echook. 

Mr. Hall, in opposing any increase in 
the school fund, criticised: the state 
echool commissioner for sending into the 
house circulars urging an increase in 
the fund. He said it was an effort to 
influence legislation and that no state 
official had the right to seek to influence 
the legislature in this manner. 

Dr. Kelly, of Glascock, said the state- 
ment had been prepared by the state 
echool commissioner at his request, and 
later in a question of personal privilege, 
he strongly defended the action of the 
state school commissioner. Dr. Kelly 
said he had the ciroular prepared and 
distributed in the house, and he alone 
was Tesponaibdle. 

Mr. Hall, in continuing his speech, 
gaid no state in the south and soarcely 
any in the north appropriates directly as 
much money for schools as does Geor- 
gia. Wven Massachusetts does not give 
as much from her treasury, the bulk of 
her educational fund coming from local 
taxation. 

Danger to the Schools. 

“There is a strong sentiment in this 
state,” Mr. Hall declared, “against any 
appropriation from the treasury to the 
public schools.’ 

Mr. Hall declared that to tncrease the 
appropriation to $1,000,000 would in- 
volve the grave danger of the people of 
the state rising up and wipimg out the 
entire direct appropriation to.  pubiic 
schools. Speaking of the convict situa- 
tion, Mr. Hall said all the counties would 
want to get a chaingang and then make 
up the loss to the school fund out of 
the treasury. 

*You loud mouthed advocates of the 
children, where is this leading to?’’ Mr. 
Hall asked. ‘You will finally get all 
your convicts on the public roads and 
then where will your school fund, from 
eonvict hire, be?’’ 

In advocating local taxation for schools, 
Mr. Hall said all the country counties 
should be brought up on a basis with 
the richer counties as regards the school 
Ttund, 

“Would you vote for such a plan as 
that?” asked Mr. Bush, of Miller. . 

‘Yes, sir, I would. Did the gentleman 
ever know me to talk for a proposition 
that I wouldn’t vote for?’ Mr. Hall 
said. The two gentlemen were scarcely 
over a foot a part and were shouting 
inito each other's faces. 

“Yes, sir, I have,’’ replied Mr. Bush. 

“When? When? When?” shouted Mr. 
Hall,

Afternoon Session.

Pension Fund Is Smaller. 

The total pension fund for 1905, as 
passed up by the house yesterday, is 
$865,000, or $5,000 less than it has Deen 
for the last two years. 

Disabled confederate soldiers were 
given $170,000, which is $15,000 less than 
last year, 

Widows of confederate soldiers who 
died in the service or from wounds re- 
ceived in the service, were given $1 60,- 
000, which is $26,000 legs than for 1903 
and 1904. This is the only instance in 
which the committee reduced the amount 
recommended by the pension commission- 
er, the reduction being $6,000, 

Indigent confederate soldiers were 
given’ $415,000, an increase of $6,000 
over the appropriation for the last two 
years. 

Indigent widows of confederate sol- 
diers were given $120,000, an increase 
of $30,000. This makeg a total of $865,- 
000, which ig $5,000 less than for the 
last two years, ; 

The following appropriations were pass- 
ed without opposition: 

To pay fees of solicitors general for 
appearing before supreme court, such 
amount ag may be necessary. 

To pay the clerk of the supreme 
court, the necessary amount to make 
G00d any deficiency in the fund arising 
from costs. 

For the expenses of the geological de- 
partment $8,000. 

Printing fund of geologica] department 
$2,500, 

For maintenance of the penitentiary 
department, including the prison farm 
at Milledgeville, $135,000. 

For payment of rewards for fugitive 
criminals $3,000. 

For payment of caftle inspectors, $500. 


Military Fund. 

The military fund for paying armory 
rent of the various commands and other 
expensés of the military establishment 
was increased from $20,000 to $23,000. 

The house also adopted an amendment 
to the bill appropriating $5,940.81 to 
supply the deficiency in the military fund 
for 1904. This appropriation ig made 
available immediately upon the passage 
of the bill. : 


State Board of Health. 

When the paragraph appropriating $2,- 
000 to pay the salary of the secretary 
of the state board of health wag reach- 
ed, Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, offered an 
amendment appropriating $10,000 for the 
purpose of suppressing through the state 
board of health smallpox and other con- 
tagious and infectious diseases. 

Mr. Slaton said smallpox and other 
diseases had spréad to an alarming ex- 
tent in the state, and it was time some 
provision was being made to suppress 
them. He said there were i50,000 
cases Of hoopworm in the state, a disease 
which can be cured, but it requires ex- 
pensiva investigation to diagnose. 

Mr. Daniel, of Emanuel, said there 
Was not.a county in the state that did 
not have smalipox. He urged the appro- 
priation as of great importance and value 
to every section of Georgia. 

Dr. Kelly, of Glascock, and Dr. Hard- 
man, of Jackson, opposed thé appropria- 
tion. .Dr, Hardman said he wag in fa- 
vor of a state board of health, but he 
did not believe this appropriafion neces- 
sary for experimental purposes. 

Mr. West said Georgia had been affect- 
ed more by contagious diseases in the 
last two years than ever before in her 
history. It is the interests of the com- 
mon people that are at stake, he said, 
and the state should take some steps 
to stop the ravages of these diseases, 

An amendment by Mr. Reid, of Camp- 
bell, making the amount $7,500, was 
lost, 

Mr, Slaton then withdrew his amend- 
ment with the understanding that it 
would be offered again when the bill 
is reported back to the house for pass-

Mr. Evans, of Washington, made a 
strong appeal for this amount, stating 
that the funds on which the summer 
school is now being conducted has been 
cut off. and the teachers of the state 
consider it absolutely necessary that the 
school ghall be maintained. 

Mr. Wilson, of Clay, said he had letters 
from many teachers urging him to sup- 
port this appropriation because they need 
this summer school. These letters were 
from teachers who cannot afford to at- 
tend the state normal school or other 
similar institutions. He made a strong 
argument for the appropriation, which 
was adopted by an )pverwhelming vote 
of the house.

The Australian ballot bill passed the 
senate yesterday with the provision that 
4t should apply only to such counties as 
yoted for it at general elections, the 
question to be submitted to every county 

the state at the approaching general 


election. 

It will be remembered that some days 
ago the senate general judiciary com- 
mittee decided to report as a subst#ute 
for this measure a bill by Senator Snead, 
making it a misdemeanor to buy or sell 
@ vote in a primary election. This sub- 
stitute was favorably reported to the 
senate. 

The bill was recommitted, however, 
and yesterday morning while the senate 
was in session Mr. Perry, of the thirty- 
third, chairman of the general judiciary 
committee, asked leave of absence for 
the members of that committee in order 
to consider the bill. It was then about 
11:35 o'clock and the senate was ad- 
journed unti] the noon hour. 

The committee met in the secretary’s 
room and at once began a consideration 
of the bill. Mr. Howell, of the thirty- 
ffth, suggestyd as a means of forestall- 
ing representatives of such communities 
as did not desire the Australian ballot, 
that the provisions of the bill be made 
operative only by the vote of the gsev- 
eral counties of the state. 


This suggestion met with the unanimous | 


approval of the committee and an amend- 
ment was drawn providing that at the 
next general election the question should 
be submitted to the voters of every 
eounty in the state, each voter casting 
his ballot “For the Australian ballot’ or 
“against the Australian ballot.”’ 


It was aiso provided in the amend- 


ment that upon the recommendation of | 


two successive grand juries the ques- 


tlon might be submitted to the voters | 


of any county at any subsequent genera] 
election, provided that county had re- 
fused to adopt the law the first time it 
was submitted. 

The committee at the noon hour, when 
the senate reconvened, submitted its 
report. Mr. Perry explained that it had 
met with the unanimous approval of the 
committee and he thought the bill, as 
amended, should pass. Several minor 
amendments were offered and a vote was 
laken resulting in 23 for and 6 against 
the bill. ;

Bill Will Be Made Uniform and Will Go~to the Sen- 


ate Today---Other Legislative and 


HE Hal] tax assessor bil] was dis- 
T cussed at great length by the sen- 

ate general judiciary committee at 
a meeting which consumed the entire 
afternoon yesterday.

Anti-Boll Weevil Bill. 

The anti-boll weevil bill will come 
up for consideration by the house as a 
special order todays as soon as the gen- 
eral appropriations bills has been finally 
disposed of. This measure provides for 
an appropriation of $16,000 to the state 
department of entomology for the pur- 
pose of fighting the introduction into 
this state of the Mexican cotton boll 
Weevil and for continuing the fight 
against other fruit and piant pests, 

When the bill is taken up an important 
amendment will be offered by Mr. Miller, 
of Muscogee, looking to an investiga- 
tion for the purpose of stamping out 
“wilt” or “black root,’’ which is now 
seriously affecting the cotton in many 
sectiong of the state. Mr, Miller says 
this disease is doing almost as much 
damage to cotton in some sectiong as 
could be done by the boll weevil. Mr. 
Miller’s amendment is as follows: 

“Section 23. As the cotton jnterests 
of the state are also seriously menaced 
by what is known as ‘wilt,’ ‘‘black 
root’’ and other sgimilar digeases, the 
same having been prevalent for many 
years and igs now such a menace in some 
Sections of the state that it threatens 
serious disaster and, in many instances, 
almost total destruction of said crops 
in said sections, and is, therefore, of 
more immediate and pressing import- 
ance than any other theratened, exist- 
ing or present evil to said crop. It is, 
therefore, hereby made the duty of the 
state entomologist to thoroughly investi- 
gate the cause of said disease, and to 
make such experiments as, in his judg- 
ment and discretion, may be necessary 
to find a remedy therefor to be fur- 
nished to the farmers of the state, and, 
for the purpose of carrying on guch in- 
vestigations, of making such experi- 
ments, and finding a remedy for said 
disease, the money appropriated by this 
act is also hereby made immediately 
available. 


The St. Louis Trip.

Objection Is Made to Location of 
New Customs Port Near the 
City of Panama—Alleged That 

New Port Will Buin 
Panama City. 


Washington, August !.—Senor Obaldia, 
the Panama minister, accompanied by his 
secretary of legation, Senor Arosmena, 
called at the state department today and 
made formal protest against the construc- 
tion given the canal treaty by the ex- 
ecutive officers of the isthmilan canal 
commission. ‘There is trouble growing 
out of the location of the postofiices in 
the canal strip under the commission's 
orders, but the most serious matter of 
discord between the people of Panama 
and the commission is the latter’s loca- 
tion of a new customs port near the city 
of Panama. ‘Ihe customs jurisdiction 
over outlying islands and harbors will 
surely result in the total diversion oT 
trade from Panama and will impoverish 
the government through the loss of cus- 
toms revenues, 

The agitation in Panama started with 
the retail shopKeerers, Who feared that 
they would lose the lucrative business 
of supplying the vast anmy of laborers 
and officers who are to construct the ca- 
nal. The controversy has extended rap- 
idly and tthe situation In Panama now is 
stated to be really precarious from a po- 
lotical point of view. Before the canal 
commission left for Colon early last 
week representations were made by the 
Panama government, through Mr. Lee, 
the American charge at Panama. ‘I'he 
commissiou’s law officer, Judge MaGoon, 
rendered an opinion that tthe Panamans 
misunderstoog the commission’g orders 
and that Panama would atill retain™her 
trade. ‘The restrictions were necessary 
to prevent smuggling into the strip. The 
commission’s actions, however, were not 
final, and it is understood, will be the 
subject of legislation which the com- 
mission will inaugurate under the organic 
act, following a personal inspection of 
the conditions on the isthmus. Acting 
Secretary of State Loomis takes the 
View that the matter is not one tor 
treatment by the state department ex- 
cept as an intermediary and will reserve 
action until the committee returns to 
Washington. 


Congressmen To Visit Panama. 

Washington, August 1.—President 
Roosevelt had a conference today with 
Representative W, H. Hepburn, at which 
the latter proposed a plan by which the 
interstate and foreign commerce com- 
mission of the house should visit the 
isthmus of Panama during the month 
intervening between election day and the 
reassembling of congress in December. 
Colonel Hepburn has for some time been 
identified with isthmian canal matters, 
and he, as chairman of the committee, 
and his associates on the committee be- 
lieve it would be desirable that they 
should familiarize thems@ves with the 
situation there so that the legislative 
needs of the American zone on the 
isthmus, especially those relating to the 
government of the zone, may be consid- 
ered by the committee in the light of 
personal observation.

The 
plan is to sail from Norfolk, Va., direct- 
ly to Colon with as many members of 
both the senate and house committees 
as will make the trip. The project has 
the hearty indorsement of President 
Roosevelt, who will extend to the com- 
mittees al] possible assistance from the 
executive branch of the government,
